The responsibility resting npoa parents is a great 
aniserious one. ‘To their charge are committed young 
intelligences whose future attainments and characters 
are to be essentially determined by the treatment they 
receive in early life. [ow vast and important then is 
the duty which parents owe to their offspring ! Like 
etsy in the han te of the porter, by judicious treatment 
awl a proper caltivation, they may be made vessels of 
honor; or by improper management er neglect, they 
may become uscless—nay pestileat members of Socie- 
ty, bringing down, at length, the gray hairs of their 
parents with sorrew tothe grave. ‘Train upa child,” 
fays Solomon, “in the way he should go, and when he 
is old he will not depart from it.” The converse of 
this, is also true. 

We fear there are few parents who realize the ex- 
tent of the responsibilities which rest upen them; and 
fewer still who are suitavly qualified to *‘bring up their 
children in the nurture and admonitions of the Lord.” 
It seems to us that too little attention is given by 
heads of families to this sulject——too little effurt made; 
to acquaint theinselves with the best methods of dis- 
charging the duty which they owe to their offspring. 
Just coming into life, with every thing new around 
them, they are capable uf receiving any impression—— 
for weal or fur wo—which is given then. To their 
parents they naturally look for instruction and for ex- 
ample. What they teach, they receive as trae; what 
they do, they regard as the highest sanction for their 
own course of conduct. Innocent and confiding, they 
lowk to their avtural guardians for the supply of their

minds forever active, they are constantly receiving in.- 


mental as well as bodily wants. 
el, every word watched, every look interpretec. 


pressions which will influence them through life.— 
Under such circumstances, gircumspection on the part 
of parents is of very great importance. Nothing 
shoul! escape them which may make a false or an in- 
jurious impression upon the mind. No passions should 
he betrayed, which we would be unwilling to see cher- 
ished in the juvenile bosom. No example, either of lan- 
guage or actions, should be set, the imitation of which 
we should reprobatejin youth. Putience—constant, 
unwearied patience, too, is indi-pensable in the pa- 
rental character. Peevishness an! petfulness are fatal 
to the dispositions of children, Forvearance, also, 
anl a spirit of kindness should manifest itself on all 
occasions. Paul, though he hada» children himself, 
was wellaware of an important parental duty, when 
he said “Parents, provoke not your children to 
wrath.”” Obstinate and perverse dispositions may 
require the rol, but in ninety nine cases out of a hun- 
dred more may be effected by tenderness anil affection, 
combined with firmness, than by threateniags and the 
lash. 

Whether children are naturally constituted with dis- 
positions ahd capacities essentially different, or wheth, 
er the subsequent difference which appears, is owing 
to very early impressions—the canses of which were 
unaoticed by parents—are questions which we shall 
not attempt to debate in this place. But of this we 
are satisfied; that the dispositions of more children 
are rendered perverse and untractable through the 
misconduct of parents, than are made so by any law 
of wature. We never knew a family, where scolling 
aod whipping were the order of the day, which enjoy- 
el much mutual confidence, respect or affection, On 
the contrary, those will be fund the most happy, obe-

from the lips of parents. We would not comment an 
excessive indulgence. This is an error as fatal as ex- 
cessive severity. Parents need firmness in enforcing 
their rules. ‘These—when considerately settled, must 
be asthe law of the Medes and Persians which alter- 
eth not. “Parental lies”—-things which are account- 
ed quite pardonable and perhaps witty—never should 
be countenauced, However trifliag the subject of it 
mety be, an untruth uttered by a parent—a threat un- 
fulfilled, a promise not releemed—is a direct encour- 
agement te a course of equivocation and falseh ved in 
the child. Laevery thing parents should study to keep 
truth, simple, intelligible trath on their side. 

These remarks might be extended to a great length.

They are old and young Joe Smith, one 
Harris, a farmer, all of New York, and 
one Ringdon, a sort of preacher, from 
Ohio, with several other infatuated, cun- 
ning hypocrites. Old Joe Smith was 
once a pediar, and possessed all that cun- 
ning shrewdness and small intrigue char- 
acteristic of that description of persons. 
He had a smooth tongue, was a ready sto- 
ry teller, full of anecdotes he had picked 
up in his peregrinations, and had been 
more fortunate in picking up materials for 
his tongue than for supplying his purse, — 
Ile at one time set up the manufacture of 
gingerbread, but on the fall of that article 
fuiled in business. Young Joe was an 
idle, strolling, worthless fellow, although 
he afterwards flourished so largely in the 
Mormon religion. Tle was, however, the 
son of a Yankee pedlar, and brought up 
to live by his wits. Harris, whom I have 
mentioned, was considered as a substan- 
tial farmer near Palmyra, of a wild imag- 
ination, full of passages of scripture, had 
heard and seen much of the extravagance 
of the day produced by modern revival 
meetings, and believed fully in the won- 
ders and miracles wrought on these occa- 
sions. 

Tie Smiths had conceived the idea of 
getting rich by some short cut: the usual 
expedient of digging for hidden treasures 
was hit upon. Having heard many won- 
derful stories of men getting rich by dig- 
ging and stumbling upon chests of money 
on the shores of New England, the fellow 
succeeded by his oratorical powers, in ex- 
citing the imagination of a few auditors, 
and made them so anxious to possess them- 
selves of these hidden treasures, that at it 
they went with shovel and spade, excava- 
ting the ground in many places between 
Canadaigua Lake and Palmyra. These 
excavations are still to be seen in many 
places. They continued their labors un- 
til, at length, one of the party, tired of a 
laborious and unsuccessful search, spoke 
of a person in Ohio, near Painsville on 
Lake Erie, who had a wonderful facility 
in finding the spots where money was hid, 
and how he could dream of the very spots 
where it was to be found. “Can we yet 
that man here?’? asked the infatuated 
Smiths. “Way,” replied the other, “J 
guess as how we might by going after him; 
and if I had a little change to pay the ex- 
peases, | would go myself.” Away they 
went, some to his farm and some to his 
inerchandise, to gain money to pay the ex- 
pense of bringing the money dreamer 
from Olno. The desired object was at 
length accomplished, and Ringdon the 
famous Ohio man, made his appearance. 
He had been a preacher of various relig- 
ions, and a teacher of almost all kinds of 
morals. He was experienced in all sorts 
of camp-meetings, prayer-meetings, anx- 
jous-mectings and revival, or four-day 
meetings. Ile knew every turn of the 
human mind relative to these matters. — 
He had considerable taleut and great plau- 
sibility. He partly united with the mon-
